Mr. Kincheloe called the conven- 
tion to order promptly at 2 o clock 
p. va. Dr. E. P. Rodgers, of Askins. 
in a highly complimentarv and en- 
thusiastic speech, presented the name 
of Mr. A. R. Kincheloe. Judge Ahl 
seconded the nomination. The Judge 
was enthusiastic for his man and his 
party and called on his friends to do 
their duty as became good Republi- 
cans, who loved their party, their 
president and their country. 

Mr. W. Sherman Ball was the 
spokesman of the "outs" and when 
he pul in nomination the Hon. Cbas.

About a year ago, he raid, 
the [Society told the American far- 
mer that Oil IMS wheat was worth 
one dollar a bushel This was pub 
lished u news througn the papers of 
the country and attracted much at- 
tention. The object was to make the 
demand look for the supply and put 
wheat up to oue doilar while it was 
in the hands of the farmers. This 
plan failed for several months but the 
Society kept it up and. last February 
dollar wheat was reached. To prove 
that the Society, through the farmers, 
put t lii - price on wheat. Mr. Everett 
stated i bat cash wheat or real wheat 
was five n r ten cents above speculative 
wheat, in Febrnary, and the specula- 
tors were continually trying to oear

could add the amount to the consum- 
er's end of the transaction, who 
would -pay it in order to get his 
favorite luxury. He said he could 
not explain why the Trust; does not 
pay the farmers of Kentucky more 
for their tobacco, unless on the theory 
that corporations nave no souls. The 
Society, he said, has the most ex- 
cellent system of crop reporting in 
the country. From the local nnions re- 
ports are sent to the national union 
as to the quality and size of the to- 
bacco crop. By these reports the 
minimum or equitable price for the 
whele country is fixed and sent back to 
each member through the official pa- 
per. At present, Air Everett said, 
»he Society will not put a price cn to- 
bacco, but will do so later. When the 
Society has a million members and 
states to the Tobacco Trust its price 
on tobacco it will have to buy at that 
price or not at all. Mr. Ev erett de- 
nied that there is an over-production 
of tobacco and stated that when the 
farmers put their own price on the 
crop the demand will readily seek the 
supply. As with the tobacco crop so 
with all other farm products, when 
the i roper time arrives. Already, 
hesaul. the agitation over the tobacco 
question throughout the State by the 
American Society of Equity and in- 
dependent unions has had the effect, 
lately, of bringing np the prices on 
the crop.

Early Life in California. 

B. F. Beurd. of Harilinsburg, Ky., 
is now a prosperous hunker and to- 
baoeo denier, but his career bus not 
always been restricted to the penee- 
tnl fields of Kentucky. In ls."i3. when 
the gold fever held the country in its 
relentless grasp, he went to California, 
and joined Hie ' forty-niners,'' whose 
intrepid encounters with the hard- 
ships of the West for the sake of the 
California gold dust form an mterest- 
tn«eoap;er in the country's history.
